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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The IDS filed 8/29/2008 has been fully considered. 

2. The claims objections of 4/30/2008 have been overcome by the amendment filed 
8/29/2008. 

3. The 35 U.S.C. 112 1®' paragraph rejection has been overcome by the amendment filed 
8/29/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a whtten description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-9, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treatment of type II diabetes, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for all disorders listed or encompassed by claims 1-4, 6-9, and 49. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these 



The factors to be considered in determining whether a disclosure meets the enablement 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, have been described in In re Wands, 
858 F.2d 731, 8 USPQ2d 1400 (Fed. Cir., 1988). The court in Wands states, 
"Enablement is not precluded by the necessity for some experimentation, such as 
routine screening. However, experimentation needed to practice the invention must not 
be undue experimentation. The key word is 'undue', not 'experimentation'" {Wands, 8 
USPQ2sd 1404). Clearly, enablement of a claimed invention cannot be predicated on 
the basis of quantity of experimentation required to make or use the invention. "Whether 
undue experimentation is needed is not a single, simple factual determination, but rather 
is a conclusion reached by weighing many factual considerations" {Wands, 8 USPQ2d 
1 404). Among these factors are: (1 ) the nature of the invention; (2) the breadth of the 
claims; (3) the state of the prior art; (4) the predictability or unpredictability of the art; (5) 
the relative skill of those in the art; (6) the amount of direction or guidance presented; (7) 
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the presence or absence of working examples; and (8) the quantity of experimentation 
necessary. 

Consideration of the relevant factors sufficient to establish a prima facie case for lack of 
enablement is set forth herein below: 

(1) The nature of the invention and (2) the breadth of the claims: 

The claims are drawn to inhibition of human stearoyl-CoA desaturase (hSCD) 
with compounds composed of a pyridine ring connected to a piperazine ring. . 
Thus, the claims taken together with the specification imply that compounds of 
the instant application can treat disorders linked to hSCD. 

(3) The state of the prior art and (4) the predictability or unpredictability of the art: 

Hirayama et al. {Diabetes Care, 2007, 30(5), 1289-91, teach that hSCD is linked 
to treatment of type II diabetes. 

(5) The relative s/f/// of those in the art: 

Those of relative skill in the art are those with level of skill of the authors of the 
references cited to support the examiner's position. The relative skill of those in 
this art is MD's, PhD's, or those with advanced degrees and the requisite 
experience in treatment of disorders related to inhibition of human stearoyl-CoA 
desaturase (hSCD). 

(6) The amount of direction or guidance presented and (7) the presence or absence of 
working examples: 

The specification has provided guidance for treatment of type II diabetes. 

However, the specification does not provide guidance for all disorders related to 
inhibition of human stearoyl-CoA desaturase (hSCD). 

(8) The quantity of experimentation necessary: 
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Considering the state of the art as discussed by the references above, particularly with 
regards to claims 1-4, 6-9, and 49 and the high unpredictability in the art as evidenced therein, 
and the lack of guidance provided in the specification, one of ordinary skill in the art would be 
burdened with undue experimentation to practice the invention commensurate in the scope of 
the claims. 



Double Patenting 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned with 
this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the scope 
of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

7. Claims 1-9, 37-40, 43-44, and 49-50 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9, 35-39, 
and 42-43 of copending Application No. 10/568857 (PGPub 20060293308 ). Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
example 1 of 10/566193 can be encompassed by the specified claims of both applications. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

This rejection is maintained because the terminal disclaimer filed was improper. 
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8. Claims 1-9, 37-40, 43-44, and 49-50 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9, 38, 40, 
41, and 43-45 of copending Application No. 10/567009 (PGPub 20060252767 ). Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
example 1 of 10/566193 can be encompassed by the specified claims of both applications. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

This rejection is maintained because the terminal disclaimer filed was improper.
